Police were still searching for 
him last night when an officer 


spotted Stroud and a woman get 
into a stolen black Pontiac Sunfire 
on Roleilca Drive at around 5 p.m. 
The police officer was reaching in¬ 
side the car when Stroud allegedly 
drove off, dragging the officer a 
short distance. He was not serious¬ 
ly injured. 

Stroud took off towards Cole 
Harbour. The vehicle was spotted 
by the RCMP several times, but 
Stroud slipped away. 

RCMP spokesman Sgt. Mark 
Gallagher said they didn’t want to 
give chase because it was too dan¬ 
gerous in rush-hour traffic. 

“The vehicle wasn’t pursued at 
all, they were just trying to comer 
the vehicle,” he said. “Then one of 


the police who found him wit¬ 
nessed a collision where he struck 
two other vehicles.” 

The Sunfire hit a car and a van 
at Highway 7 and MacLaughlin 
Road at 5:25 p.m. 

“One person, who doesn’t seem 
to be in serious condition, was 
transferred to the hospital, and 
the other individual who was in 
the collision does not seem to be 
injured,” Gallagher said.

Critics say limits 
for payday loans 
offer little benefit

The Nova Scotia Utility and 
Review Board yesterday set 
limits on how much pay- 
day-loan companies can 
charge customers in inter¬ 
est and fees, but critics 
doubt customers will bene¬ 
fit. 

The maximum cost of 
borrowing for the stop-gap 
loans provided by compa¬ 
nies like the Cash Store 
and Money Mart is now 
$31 per $100, with a limit 
of $40 in case of default. 
Nova Scotia is the second 
province to use new pow¬ 
ers to regulate the indus¬ 
try. Manitoba set a 17 per 
cent limit on the first $500 
borrowed, 15 per cent on 
the second $500 and six 
per cent on loans over 
$1,500. 

Payday loans are typical¬ 
ly less than $300 and taken 
for about two weeks, the 
board found. 

David Cameron, the 
lawyer who represented 
consumers at the hearing, 
is skeptical. He had argued 
for the Manitoba ap¬ 
proach. He compared the 
board’s “market-place ap¬ 
proach” to another regulat¬ 
ed industry: gas prices. 

“I tend to see that the 
price at the pumps is the 
upper end set by the regu¬ 
lator,” he said, suggesting 
the same will be true in 
the pay-day loans industry. 


“I remain unconvinced 
that (the market-place ap¬ 
proach) will be proven to 
be correct.” 

But Stan Keyes, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pay¬ 
day Loan Association, said 
the decision will ensure a 
competitive lending indus¬ 
try and protect consumers. 

“Nova Scotia heavily re¬ 
lied on solid evidence and 
expert witnesses regarding 
the payday-loan industry 
and payday-loan cus¬ 
tomers,” said Keyes. “To¬ 
day’s ruling on rates recog¬ 
nizes the responsible, edu¬ 
cated consumers that re¬ 
quire access to this impor¬ 
tant form of credit.”

The board said it had to 
set the rate high enough to 
foster a competitive and 
fiscally viable industry 
while ensuring borrowers 
are not charged excessive 
rates. It also wanted to pro¬ 
tect the “uninformed bor¬ 
rower” from getting 
scorched by unexpectedly 
high rates. 

Rates in Nova Scotia pre¬ 
viously ranged from $15 to 
$35 per $100.

Some expressed 
skepticism yesterday at 
the idea of a four-day 
work week, while others 
want to see it across the 
country.

So I 
don’t know, by cutting 
down by a full day, how 
that’s really going to affect 
their productivity.” 


But Gerald Crick, em¬ 
ployed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment, thinks the idea 
can work once people get 
used to it, and would like 
to see it spread across 
Canada. 


“I think it’s a great idea. 
I’d be willing to work a 40- 
hour week and get it all in 
in four days,” he said.

NDP would fund transit 


Layton announces cap-and-trade system in response to Grit 'Green Plan'

Jack Layton wants to give 
Metro Transit a lot of mon¬ 
ey. 

The federal NDP leader 
was in Halifax yesterday 
to promise money for 
transit as a counter to the 
Liberal’s Green Plan. 

Rather than a carbon 
tax, Layton suggested a 
cap on polluters who 
would pay if they go over 
the limit. The money gen¬ 
erated would go towards 
‘solutions’ like public 
transit. Plus he wants to 


take one cent a litre from 
the federal gas tax and 
pour it into transit. 

“Across the country, 
that would give an infh- 
sion of cash every single 
year - cash raised from 
the people using the 
transportation system,” 
he said near the Halifax 
ferry terminal. 

“It would come from 
the gas tax people are al¬ 


ready paying — so no in¬ 
crease there — and it 
would come from big pol¬ 
luters.” 

He said Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion’s carbon 
tax would cost Halifax’s 
transit $2 million over 
four years in diesel tax, 
but his plan would invest 
$37.6 million. 

But it would mean Nova 
Scotia Power, which uses 


coal-fired plants, could 
face penalties for pollut¬ 
ing, and they could pass it 
on to their customers. 

“The first hope is the 
big polluters would look 
at their own operations 
and say let’s start invest¬ 
ing in cleaning them up,” 
Layton responded. 

A cap-and-trade system 
would take years to imple¬ 
ment, said Liberal MP Ge¬ 
off Regan in an interview. 

“I think what’s remark¬ 
able is the NDP leader 
would come to Halifax 
and talk about what an 
NDP government would 
do for transit as if there 


was any chance of that 
happening,” Regan said. 

He called Layton ‘irrele¬ 
vant’ because most Cana¬ 
dians wouldn’t consider 
voting NDP. 

Plus Liberals have com¬ 
mitted to spend on green 
infrastructure if the sur¬ 
plus is over $3 billion, Re¬ 
gan added. 

Laena Garrison, with 
the ecology action centre, 
said she likes the NDP 
idea of stable, annual 
funding for transit. 

Mayor Peter Kelly, who 
met with Layton on 
Wednesday, said the plan 
has a lot of merit. 


Mayor wants 
Transit cops 

security A day after a bus 
driver was molested by a 
passenger, the mayor put 
out a call for a transit po¬ 
lice force. 

“Having transit or secu¬ 
rity police patrolling our 
transit vehicles and 
system would improve 
that safety and security 
and allow drivers to focus 
on doing their jobs — 
transporting passengers 
safely,” said Mayor Peter 
Kelly in a statement 
yesterday. 

He’s calling for a securi¬ 
ty system like those in 
cities such as Calgary, Ot¬ 
tawa and Vancouver. It 
could include uniformed 
or plain-clothed officers 
patrolling and riding tran¬ 
sit. 

“We have to find the 
combination of factors 
that will work best for our 
system, and that will 
involve input from passen¬ 
gers, Metro Transit drivers 
and administration, police 
and council,” he said. 

Because of several 
assaults on drivers in the 
past year, Metro Transit 
will be installing cameras 
on their buses by the fall.

School boards may get power 
to discipline members: Casey

Karen Casey’s proposed

“I want the board chair 
and the full board to be ac¬ 
countable for the behaviour 
of their members,” she said.

The proposal also gives 
the minister power to ap¬ 
point people to replace a 
fired member. 

Casey says byelections 
are costly and voter turnout 
is extremely low. 

Her plan would also 
change the term of the 
board chair from two years 
to one and allow the minis¬ 
ter to appoint one or more 
people to replace an entire 
board, instead of just one. 

Casey isn’t making any fi¬ 
nal decisions until she 
hears from the public. She 
launched a public consulta¬ 
tion yesterday, which she 
says will shape new rules to 
be introduced this fall.

The province is moving 
ahead with three new 
public-private partner¬ 
ship projects, but not 
everyone is happy about 
it. 

The projects include 
new corrections facilities 
in Antigonish and Cum¬ 
berland counties, twin¬ 
ning of Highway 104 from 
Sutherlands River to the 
Canso Causeway, and a 
mobile radio system to be 
used by police, fire and 
other first responders. 

“A big part of this is 
transfer of risk,” said 
Transportation Minister 
Murray Scott of partner¬ 
ing with the private sec¬ 
tor.

Horror on Greyhound bus

Passengers aboard a Grey¬ 
hound bus from Edmonton 
to Winnipeg yesterday re¬ 
counted a scene from a 
horror movie, when a man 
stabbed another rider re¬ 
peatedly in the neck 
before cutting his head off. 

Garnet Caton told CBC 
News he was riding directly 
in front of the victim 
Wednesday evening. The 
young man was sleeping 
with headphones on. Caton 
said he heard a “blood-cur¬ 
dling scream,” and turned 
to find the attacker gouging 
at the man with a large 
knife. 

“He must have stabbed 
him 50 times or 60 times,” 
Caton said. 

“Like, just eveiywhere, 
arms, legs, neck, chest, guts, 
wherever he could swing it, 


he got it,” said Cody Olm- 
stead, another passenger 
who witnessed the horrify¬ 
ing attack. 

The 37 passengers aboard 
the bus Wednesday night 


stampeded for the door, 
leaving the crazed attacker 
still stabbing his victim, de¬ 
scribed as a native male 
around 18 to 20 years old. 

Caton, the bus driver, and 


a trucker who stopped to 
help re-entered the bus to 
Is see if the young man was 
s still alive. 

“When we came back on 
the bus, it was visible at the 
end of the bus he was cut¬ 
ting the guy’s head off and 
pretty much gutting him 
up,” Caton said. 

The attacker slashed at 
the men with the knife as 
they ran outside, and they 
were able to barricade the 
doors so he couldn’t escape. 

“While we were watching 
the door, he calmly walks up 
to the front with the head in 
his hand and the knife and 
just calmly stares at us and 
drops the head right in front 
of us,” Caton said. 

The RCMP arrested the 
man shortly after.

Don’t ask a tourist’s age 
or wage, steer clear of sex 
and avoid religion: What 
many Chinese consider 
idle chit-chat has now be¬ 
come the latest area of 
censure in Beijing as it 
prepares for an influx of 
Olympic visitorss. 

Posters displayed on bul¬ 
letin boards in the neigh¬ 
bourhood that includes 
tourist magnet the Forbid¬ 
den City, and which will 
host Olympics boxing 
events, counsel locals 
against a wide range of po¬ 
tentially awkward conver¬ 
sation topics with foreign¬ 
ers. 

The list of “eight don’t 
asks” was issued by the 
Dongcheng district Propa¬ 
ganda Department as a 
guide for locals about how 
to show proper hospitality, 
a department spokesman 
said. 

“Don’t ask about income 
or expenses, don’t ask 


about age, don’t ask about 
love life or marriage, don’t 
ask about health, don’t ask 
about someone’s home or 
address, don’t ask about 
personal experience, don’t 
ask about religious beliefs 
or political views, don’t 
ask what someone does,” 
the Olympics logo stamped 
poster advises. 

Several etiquette guide¬ 


lines have already been is¬ 
sued in the run-up to the 
Games, as China prepares 
to put its best foot forward 
with a faultless event. 

The government has 
campaigned to curb queue¬ 
jumping, spitting, littering 
and even speaking loudly 
in public, fearful such be¬ 
haviour could mar Bei¬ 
jing’s image.

Censorship scandal continues 


The media should have 
been told they would not 
have total Internet free¬ 
dom before arriving for 
the Beijing Olympics, a 
senior IOC official said yes¬ 
terday, as rights groups 
piled criticism on both the 
IOC and host China. 

As the row over censor¬ 
ship continued, Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
press chief Kevan Gosper 
said both he and the inter¬ 
national media had been 
taken by surprise that 
some politically sensitive 
websites had been 
blocked. 

“It’s learning of it at al¬ 
most the last minute that I 
think is destabilizing the 
international media and 
certainly embarrassing for 
me, as up ’til 48 hours ago 
I was insisting it would be 
free and uncensored Inter¬ 
net access,” Gosper said. 

Gosper said the local or¬ 
ganizers BOCOG’s failure 
to inform media before¬ 
hand that this would not 
happen was not good 
enough.

words being used by 
BOCOG have changed in 
recent months from ‘un¬ 
censored’ to what is more 
like ‘convenient and time¬ 
ly,’ or ‘convenient and 
available.’

“Nevertheless, no one 
has come out publicly and 
said on behalf of BOCOG or

Czech ex-president Va¬ 
clav Havel and Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Bishop 
Desmond Tutu and other 
campaigners urged ath¬ 
letes to speak up on hu¬ 
man rights in China dur¬ 
ing the Beijing Games. 

“We are concerned that 
the Beijing Olympics 
might simply become a gi¬ 
ant spectacle to distract 
the attention of the inter¬ 
national public from the 
violations of human and 
civil rights in China,” stat¬ 
ed the letter signed by 17 
politicians and rights ac¬ 
tivists and issued in

Pettersen a real CFL legend

It was 1979 when I first met 
Leif Pettersen. I was a rook¬ 
ie CFL reporter with The 
Globe and Mail. He was a 
lanky receiver with the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats. 

After a tough loss on a 
frigid afternoon, I sat down 
beside him in the Ticats’ 
locker room to pick his 
brain. He was chain smok¬ 
ing. He must have gone 
through 10 cigarettes in 10 
minutes as he dissected the 
game. I was on deadline, 
but he wouldn’t let me 
leave until he was done. 

And I realized then that 
the man could analyze foot¬ 
ball. He was a natural for 
the broadcast booth, with 


movie-star looks, a reason¬ 
able command of the Eng¬ 
lish language and a high- 
pitched voice that enabled 
him to hammer home his 
main points with verbal ex¬ 
clamation marks. 

So up to the booth he 
eventually went. And, at the 
beginning of what turned 
out to be an illustrious 18- 
year broadcasting career (10 
more years than he played), 
Pettersen was teamed with 
the legendary, late Pat Mars- 
den. Pat took Leif under his 
wing and made his transi¬ 
tion even easier. Somehow, 
I can see Pat welcoming Leif 
again today, as the two re¬ 
unite. 

Pettersen died this week 
at only 57, the victim of an 
apparent heart attack. 
What a shocker. He ap¬ 
peared to be in very good 
shape, was a successful 
businessman and was never 
short of friends. 

One of his closest was Kei¬ 
th Pelley, his former boss at

TSN. Pettersen was the best 
man at Pelley’s wedding. 
When Pelley became the 
president of the Toronto 
Argonauts, he hired Pet¬ 
tersen as a club ambassador 
and persuaded him to speak 
to business groups in a bid 
to sell season tickets. When 
Pelley quit the Argos last 
year to become chief of the 
CTV-Rogers Olympic Con¬ 
sortium, he recommended 
that Pettersen replace him, 
sources said, but the Argos’ 
owners chose Michael 
Clemons instead. 

“Leif is one of the most vi¬ 
brant, one of the most inter¬ 
esting guys I know,” Pelley 


told me when I worked 
with him and Pettersen on 
TSN’s CFL telecasts last 
decade. “You ought to try to 
be more like him. It’d help 
you.” 

Well, I couldn’t be like 
Pettersen, even if I tried. 
Few could. He was too cool. 
And yet he was also feisty. 

He didn’t end up liking 
me very much, either, but I 
sure got a kick out of him 
and his style. Even when he 
challenged me — on the air 
during live broadcasts — to 
identify sources I simply 
couldn’t. Even when he 
challenged me to a post¬ 
show brawl outside the stu¬ 
dio. (Yes, he really did that.) 

Here’s hoping he’s at 
peace now.

In this third offering of 
the successful franchise, 
adventurer Rick O’Connell 
returns to action taking his 
wife (Maria Bello sporting 
a spotty British accent) to 
China to deliver a leg¬ 
endary diamond. 

There, he learns his son 
(Luke Ford) dug up the 


tomb of evil Emperor Han 
(Jet Li) and ... well, to spare 
you the contrived plot de¬ 
tails, just assume that blood 


is spilt, the Emperor awak¬ 
ens and as Rick O’Connell 
exclaims, “There’s a mum¬ 
my on the loose!” 


Now, nobody should ex¬ 
pect perfection out of this 
type of popcorn movie, but 
at least give us a reason¬ 


able story and a shred of 
intelligent dialogue. 

Here, lines are so base¬ 
less, expository and unfun¬ 
ny that when a yak yaks on 
one character, he declares 
“the yak yakked.” Wasn’t 
that a throwaway line 
from Abbott & Costello 
Meet the Mummy? 

Sure, there are plenty of 
crazy visual effects of war¬ 
riors, a dragon and even 
yetis (what, no mid-20th 
century goblins?) but they 
only serve to mildly dis¬ 
tract from a tedious, 
laboured storyline. 

At Comic-Con in San 
Diego recently, Fraser de¬ 
scribed this film as a “love 
story.” 

Well, this is as much a 
love story as There Will Be 
Blood is a meditation on 
dairy products.
